Right to Tax Lands 

Leave has been granted by the 
lord chancellor of the privy council 
for an appeal which will determine 
the right of rural municipalities to 
tax lands held under Dominion goy- 
ernment regulations. 


Assistance Needed 

An appeal wiil be made to the 
Dominion governraent for assistance 
to farmers in Southern Alberta and 
Saskatchewan where the crop is 
practically a total failure. The 
government will be asked to vote a) 
sum. of .money..to make loans to the 
farmers so that they may buy feed, 
pay their most pressing financial 
obligations and taxes and maintain 
their families until next year’s crop 
is harvested. 

The ‘dry’ country in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan is approximately 350 
miles long and 100 miles wide, in- 
cluding the southern portions of the 
two provinces from about Mortlach 
to Macleod.

Speaking of one of the foremost 
women farmers in the States, the 
Bradford (Iilinois) Republican has 
a column article on her success. We 
print the opening paragraph, by 
way of showing that even the fertile 
spot around Devil’s Lake, North 
Dakota, had it’s testing time. One 
could easily imagine he was reading 
about Alberta— 

‘Twenty-five years ago many 
homesteaders abandoned their 
claims in North Dakota and re- 
turned to the cast. Tt was 
during the ‘dry years’ when 
pioneer life seemed very hard 
and many were unable to with- 
stand the pleadings of the ‘folks 
back home’ who kept urging 
them to leave their newly ac- 
quired land and return to ‘viy- 
ilizution.’ ’’

_ When one considers the fact that for 
the government year of 1913 eastern 
Canada reecived 207,000 immigrants, 
whereas Western Canada _ received 
195,000, it is evident that more ag- 
gressive methods must be adopted and 
a greater amount of money spent, and 
spent judicially, to increase the in- 
fiux of immigration and develop .the 
resources of Western Canada. Last 
year the eas: was the destination of by 
far the greatest percentage of Can- 
ada’s immigration and this is ac- 
counted for by Ontario’s increased ac- 
tivity, they having established head- 
quarters in Bagiand, with a capable 
and aggressive organization, specifi- 
cally charged wita the duties of ex- 
pediting emigration and development. 
It does not seom that the various 
rovinces of Western Canade have 
een keeping pace with the activities 


_of Ontario and, in fact, in some quar- 


ters it would appear that not only is 
attempt being made to secure settle- 
ment but rather that immigration is 
being deprecated—for what good rea- 
son it is Lard to fathom. It is under- 
stood that the province of Saskatche- 
wan encourages in the old country 
merely farm laborers and domestic 
servants tc come out; and it is report- 
ed that, personally, the representative 
of Sasaktchewan—filled with the pos- 
sibilities of Western Canada, actually 
encouraged other emigration, for 
which he was severely reprimanded. 

To the averige business man, who 
believes that the developemnt of West- 
ein Canada eas a whole is of greater 
importance than the temporary suc- 
cess of any one political party, the 
report that there are policies in ex- 
istence antagonistic to increased im- 
migration is of very serious import. 
Such policies should be thoroughly in- 
vestigated by the farm land brokers, 
as well arc by the holders of large 
areas of agricultural lands, which are 
held for sa’e and on which taxes are 
at the presert time being paid to the 
various municipalities. It is ridicu- 
lous for a municipality to enforce tax- 
ation on vacant lands when especially 
the government of the province and, 
in some esses the people, are not only 
pot adopting any strenuous methods 
to increase the developmnt of the 
land and bring in a good class of agri- 
cultural settlers, but, as it is repo:t- 
ed, in some cases are actually blocking 
the way. 

It was stated recently by the repre- 
sentative of large BPnglish interests 
that there were thousands cf thor- 
oughly qualified farmers’ sons in the 
old couatry with £100 to £300 a 
piece, who, if Western Canada’s ad- 


- yantages were properly placed befure 


them, would readily grasp the oppor- 
tunity of becoming valuable settlers 
for Western Canada.

Canada. Every one believes :hat there 
is no fine, country in the world than 
Western Canada and other parts of ihe 
world must not be allowed to beat 
Western Canada ia the race for supre- 
macy. ‘ 


The Greatest Degree of Cold 
Science assures us that there is a 
definite limit to the lowest conceiv- 
able temperature, and that this may 
be placed with considerable accuracy 
at 459 degrees below zero on the 
Fabrenheit scale.

Qualities of Radium Not Understood 

Nothing in modern times hag led to 
such quackery as the word “radium.” 
It is therefore very interesting to 
learn that the British Science guild 
has taken the matter up and has in- 
vestigated the way that the worm, 
and the element thar the word denotes, 
has been exploited on a confiding pub- 
lic. Radium is a metal of which a 
minute specimen has been prepared 
and this faint, silvery film is in the 
possession of Mme. Curie, in Paris. It 
is sealed up in the little quartz cruc- 
ible in which it was first preduced. 
The so-called radium of which we hear 
so much is one of the salts of rad- 
ium, either the chloride or the brom- 
ide, geenrally the latter and somehcw 
or other it has been taken by the pop- 
ular mind as a great healer. 

The man in the street seems to 
think that it is some kind of a costly 
drug that has been invented by doc- 
tors. It is ccstly, no doubt, but it is 
not a drug. If it had not been for a 
curious accident the word “rad‘um” 
would probably have been quite un- 
known excepting t» scientists. It would 
certainly have been no more famous 
than cerium, o1 thorium or unarium. 

The accident was an odd cre. Pro- 
fessor Currie came across from Paris 
to show the Londoners at the Royal 
Institution the remarkable new sult 
that his wife hAd got from the residues 
of uranium mines. He carried it in 
his waistcoat pocket and got his side 
badly burned. Just about that time it

Finally, 
each individual can only obtain a 
loaf for a single holding. 

The total number of holdings creat- 
ed between 1901 and 1911 was 5,777, 
und the treasury loans amounted to 
25,410,148 crowns. The number of 
applications, small at first, increases 
yearly, the applicants being for the 
most part either married or about 
to marry.

Roller Skates in the Postal Service 

Roller skating is generally regard- 
ed as a pastim2, but the United States 
government has found it very useful 
in the postal service. In one of the 
large post offices in Chicago the post- 
men store their uniforms, bags, aud 
other requisites in the basement. 
There are fourteen hundred lockers in 
an apartment meusuring three hund- 
red feet in length. 
checking the equipments during the 
rush houre imposed a sever task on 
the clerks. In order to facilitate the 
work the chief of the department sug- 
gested that the clerks should use 
roller skates, so that they could tra- 
verse the floor quickly and with less 
fatigue. The employees soon came to 
appreciate the innovation, as it also ef- 
fected” a welcome reduction in the 
wear and tear cf boot leather.

NEW W!RELESS FEAT 


Signals, Fog Detonations and Mine 
Blasting Worked From a Distance 
Marconi experts have been testing 

an apparatus which will operate dis- 
tant signals. It is established at tLe 
Clyde Lighthouse Trust's wireless con- 
trol station on the shore of Gourock, 
from whence signals are operated at 
Fort Matilda and on a buoy ir Rose- 
neath Patch. The wireless apparatus 
is combined with the automatic Ste 
venson-Moyes acetylene gun, in which 
there is a sufficient supply of gas to 
permit three flashes and reports a 
minute duriag some 400 hours, or, say, 
a maximum of 70,00° signals. The 
main difficulty has been to prevent the 
“gun” being fired by .wireless signals 
from passing ships or other land sta- 
tions, but. this has at last beun over- 
come.
